MAKE WAR 
BUSINESSLIKE 


Humanitarian Propositions Pre- 
sented By Nations At The 
Hague Conference 


The Hague, June 26.—The text of 
the American proposition presented 
to the peace conference on June 24th 
by General Horace Porter is as fol- 
lows : 

“The bombardment by a naval force 
of unfortified and undefended towns, 
villages and buildings is forbidéen, 
though such towns, villages and build- 
ings ate liable to damages incidental 
to the destruction of naval or mili- 
tary establishments, public depots of 
war or vessels of war in port; and 
such towns, villages or buildings are 
liable to bombardment when reason- 
able requisitions for provisions and 
supplies at the time essential to the 
naval force are withheld, an whieh 
ease due notice of the bombardment 
must be given. 

“The bombardment of unfortified 
and andefended towns and places for 
the non-payment of ransoms is forbid 
den.”

LUMBER COMBINE 
NEEDS $1,000,000 


Banks Must Loan This Amount 
Or Combine Will Cease 
Operations 


Vancouver, June 26, — The logging 
and luinbering industries on the coast 
to-day are facing the most serious 
crisig of recent years, and if the sit- 
uation is to be saved, if the present 
good market for lumber is to be up- 
held, over a million dollars will have 
to be produced right away to take 
care of the Over-production of logs. 

So serious is the situation that at 
the recent conferences between log- 
gers and millmen the heads oi local 
banking institutions, three bank man- 
agers, undertook to arrange for the 
alsing of eight hundred thousand dol- 
lars with which to buy up the sur- 
plus logs at present on the market. 

Saturday night all the logging 
camps operated by members of the 
Britih Columbia Loggers’ association 
fixed a schedule to aint down indefin- 
itely, but before many loggers oan 
take that step they will have to be 
financed; and if eight hundred thou- 
sand is forthcoming it will va ex- 
pended to that end, Future action 
will be decided to-day, 

Owners of the large lumber mills 
are represented in the membership 
The tumber and shingle manufactur- 
ers are vitally interested in saving 
the loggers for the most obvious rea- 
son, The position of the associated 
mills is this: If eight hundred thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of logs now cn 
the market are permitted to be slaugh- 
teved, as they undoubtedly will if 
loggers do not receive financial aid, 
the greatly reduced price of logs wil 
make possible the erection of small 
mills which will be outside the asso- 
ciation, 

The consequence of this will be that 
these independent mills will sell their 
product wherever possible at prices 
which eannot be controlled; in other 
words, the present good (market for 
lumber will be demoralized, That. is 
the situation the mills are facing, and 
the millmen fully realize their posi- 
lion, »

Immigration Officer Sutter is to-day

Among the arrivals at the immigrn- 
tion hall yesterday were two familis 
from Germany, who are. highly pleas- 
ed with the country. 

A most intelligent and promising 
group of Galician people, about forty 
in all, arrived in the city Monday and 
are already locating themselves on 
different parts of the city. These peo: 
ple are of the best class of settlers 
trom Galicia and have brought con- 
siderable money with them, 

Since Saturday about iorty people 
have come in from Scotland. Among 
them are several families who will 
locate in the city. Among the others 
are a number who had come to spy 
out the land and see if it comes up 
to the expectations formed from the 
reports of the immigration agenciys 
in the old country. Needless to say, 
they are pleased and assert that the 
country is even better than has been 
represented to them. They will send 
home bright reports of Alberta. 

Immigration Officer Sutter says that 
he has had reports from Kansas, Ne- 
braska, North and South Dakota, 
Ontario, Manitoba and Nova Scotia, 
and the general verdict is to the ef- 
fect that the crops of the Edmeuion 
district are further advanced than in 
any of the places from which they 
have come. 

Many of the young men of the ro- 
cent immigrants, are going out on 
farms for the purposes of learning Al- 
bertan farming methods before  tak- 
ing up homesteads. Farmers who 
come to the halls for men are readily 
supphed, many of the new arrivals 
preterring to work on a farm at small 
Wages rather than stay in the city.

Every Yard Of Gravel Contains 
60 Cents Worth Of Gold. 
This Is In Ontario 


Toronto, June 26.—A section of the 
Canadian Northern Railway running 
northwest from Sudbury and croas- 
ing the Vermilion River, has the uni+ 
que feature in Ontario of being 
ballasted with gold. Every yard of 
the gravel used for ballast contains 
from 50 cents to a dollar’s worth of 
the precious metal in the shape of 
fine dust, Right alongside the track 
in the township of Hanmer is the 
place. Mining camp of the R. H. 
Ahn syndicate, which has been quiet- 
ly working away testing the gold 
bearing gravel with satisfactory 1e- 
sults, and Mr. R. H. Ahn himself is 
authority for the above, 

The gold was discovered some years 
ago, and for a time there was con-

ORCHARD’S STORY 


= 
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Defense Witness In Haywood 
Trial Says Orchard Killed 
Governor From Revenge 


Boige, Tdaho, June 26—Wm. F, Da. 
vis, of Goldfield, Ney., one of the most 
important witnesses for the defendée of 
Wm, D. Haywood, accused of the 
murder of Frank Steunenberg, waa 
called to the stand to-day, and his 
cross@xamination had not been com- 
pleted when the court adjourned, 

Harry Orchard testified that Davis 
led and commanded the mob that de 
stroyed the Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mill in 1899, ty as the agent of 
Haywood and Moyer; the Vindicator 
explosion and the train-wrecking plot 
at Cripple Creek, and was an accom- 
plice in the Independence station 
crime, 

On direct examination by Clarence 
Darrow, Davis went over the story 
of his working life, and made positive 
denial of every statement of Orchard 
that involved him or his associates in 
any form of crime. Davis denied that 
he was even a member of the union 
when the Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mill was blown up. 

At the conclusion of his general 
story, Davis swore that at. Cripple 
Creek during the strike Orehard told 
him of the Hercules mine affair, and 
threatened to Kill Steunenberg. 

The crogss-examination of Davis by 
Senator Bohar was severe and search- 
ing. It} was chiefly devoted, as far 
as it proceeded, to the Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan affair, and the civeum- 
stances under which Orchard made 
the threat against Steunenberg. Da 
vis asserted that he remained at Gem 
the day the Bunker Hill was blown 
up. While he saw the train in charge 
of the masked mob arrive and depart 
from Gem, he could not name anyone 
on the train except Engineer Humon. 
He said there was no excitement, and 
he made no enquiry about the mob. 
Davis said that he renained in hiding 
after the mill was blown up, beeausc 
he did not want to be deported» o1 
thrown into ‘the bull” pen, and that 
he changed i!* name when he depart- 
ed from Butte shortly afterwards, be 
euuse he feared the mine owners’ 
“black list,” nade up irom a petition 
that the employees-of.the Bunker Hill 
had sent to Governor MeConnell, pro 
testing against the unsafety of the 
mine. 

Bohar showed that the petition had 
been presented six years before, and 
that Butte was a federation camp 
where the black list was ineffective 

Passing to the alleged threat that 
Orchard made against Steunenberg, 
the witness was unable to reeall what 
any one else had said on that ocea- 
sion except the words of Orchard, 
Davis will retern to the stand to-mor- 
row. 

Mrs, Lottie Day, of Denver, testi 
fied that in 1904 Orehard told her 
about the loss of his interest in the 
Heroules mine, and that he said he 
would kill Steunenberg for the wrong 
done him. Jolm D. Elliott, an old 
soldier, swore that Orchard told him 
on & train in the fall of 1905 that 
he was in the employment of the 
mine owners and that there was a 
plot against the Federation and ita 
Operators, 

_Cross-examination showed that El- 
liott had twice been in an insane 
asylum with a mind unbalanced by 
family troubles, 

John O’Neili, editor of the Miners’ 
Magazine, was the only other witness 
during the day, He testified that 
Orehard came to his office early in 
1905, and asked for the addresses of 
ex-Governor Peabody and General 
Sherman Bell, whe, -he said, should 
be “bumped off.” O'Neill suid that 
he referred Orchard ‘to a city direc 
tory 

The state used the cross- ina- 
tion of O'Neill to make We leer thas 
the magazine was the official organ 
of the Federation and expressed the 
Federation's views, and read to the 
jury from the magazine some nec: 
ing articles about the death of Steun- 
enberg. O'Neill also said that he had 
seen Orchard at Federation jeadquat 
ters several times, and that Steve

Trapper Declares Rich Deposits 
Are Being Worked On 
Mackenzie River 


Victoria, June 26.—D. Cudzow, re- 
siding at the most northerly point ox 
the Yukon territory, is in Victoria. 
He lives a completely isolated exist- 
ence at Rampart House on Porcupine 
river, which ig 250 miles irom the 
mouth of the Mackenzie, and he has 
to travel 450 miles in a climate whete 
last winter the temperature indicated 
73 below zero. The instrument used 
im registering this degree of cold was 
a registered government thermometer. 

Mr, Cudzow is a fur trader of long 
standing. He has only the waterway 
as a means of transportation. In the 
old style with Indians to do the track- 
ing he hag 989 miles up stream, along 
a very difficult course to traverse on 
his way to his home. The river at 

tt House was only clear of ice 
on May 21. This was an early season, 
‘The river freezes up about September 
18 each year, 

Mr. Cudzow gives an account cf 
a strike having been made on the 
Chandalaer last fall. It is a placer 
gold proposition. It is situated 150 
miles from Fort Yukon, Six hundred 
men went in. last winter. There are 
only about 140 men there at the pres- 
ent time. Nine claims will be worked 
this summer, The Nosthern Commer- 
cial company's steamer, the Kuyukuk 
took 60 tons of provisions up with 
them. Half a dozen boilera arc on 
order, and they will be taken up next 
winter, Some gold may be taken out 
of the upper claims this year. Placer 
gold has been found at the head of 
the siyer.

'HARVARD’S DUTY. 


WARSHIPS! 10-HER COUNTRY 


To Protect American Politics--Ambassador Bryce 
Interests Given Degree 


Cambridge, Mass., June 26.—At the 
27st commencement of Harvard Uni- 
verdity today the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws was confer upon 
Secretary of State Root, British ha: 
bassador Bryce, French Ambassadyr 
Jusserand and the Duke of Abruzzi. 

At the aluiani dinner in Memorial 
hall, Attorney-General Bonaparte pre- 
sided. The speakers included the 
Duke of Abruzzi, Attorney-General 
Bonoparte, President Elliott, Ambas- 
sador Jesseand, Ambassador Bryce, 
Secretary Root and President Wilson, 
of Princeton. 

Attorney-General Bonaparte urged 
that it was the duty of Harvard to 
educate men, irom whom this Demo- 
¢ratic government could chaose able 
and honest statesmen. Secretary Root 
warmly praised the administration of 
President Roosevelt. He said that this 
administration would be recorded in 
the future as one of the greatest of 
all American administrations in ser- 
vice, and in its influence upon the 
future poliey of the country. Ambas- 
sador Bryce said the conferring of a 
degree upon him by Harvard was ah 
evidonee of the friendship between 
England and America. 


Washington, June 25—The possibil- 
ity of serious trouble in Central Am- 
erica, gtowing out of the disturbed 
conditions existing there incidental 
to the alleged ambition of President 
Zelaya, of Nicaragua, to form a union 
of Central Amefican States, has caus- 
ed the United States administration 
to despatch the fine new cruiser Mi)- 
waukee to that region. Orders for 
her to proceed forthwith from the 
Mare Island’ navy yard, California, 
went forward from the navy depart- 
ment today. The vessel is in com- 
mand of Commander Chas. A. Gove, 
and she will go to Launion, San Sal- 
vador. The collier, Saturn, has been 
also directed to proceed to the La- 
union and from this vessel the Mil- 
waukee and the gunboat Yorkton, 
Which is now at Acjutala, will coal.

missioners — themselves. A formal 
meeting was held at 3 o’clock when 
several minor subjects were discus- 
sed. Mr. Harrison, a large receiver 
of grain, urged greater care in the 
separation of new-erop and old-crop 
wheat, saying that old-crop hard 
wheat is, as a rule, more valuable 
thau new crop, that a premium is 
paid for it and yet grain comes for 
ward as old crop, which contains a 
large percentage of new crop, so that 
the receiver loses the amount of the 
preinium on the transaction. He sug. 
gested that at the end of the crop 
year, new and old crop wheat shouid 
be specified on certificates and in 
case of a mixture of new and old 
crop the certificate should be marked 
accordingly. The commissioners in- 
timated that they had had this sub. 


ject under consideration and would 
probably make some recommenda 
tions in reference to it. 

The attitude of the intimational 


committe on grades towards’ Cana- 
dian inspection was also discussed 
and it was made clear that there was 
no intention to reflect on Winnipeg's 
inspection which was in all respects 
satisiactory. Montreal had offended 
in the past, particularly in regard 
to maize or Indian corn, so Canada 
was included in the recommendation 
of the committee in order that an 
eye might be kept on all seaboard 
inspection. Mir. Inchair remarked 
that there seemed to be something 
about, the tide-water air that demoral- 
ized people and that it was only far 
inland that absolute honesty could 
be seen.

KAISER’S FRIEND 
COMMANDS FLEET 


British Naval Officers Oppose 
Appointment of Henry 
of Battenberg 


London, June 26.—Prince Louis of 
Battenburg is to get command of the 
Meditteranean fleet next spring, 
«ough his appointment is bitterly 
opposed in naval circles because of 
his intimate personal relations with 
Emperor William, 


Naval officers ask: “Why should 
this German, who still maintains 
German connections, be allowed ac- 


cess to all the British naval seerets, 
plans and figures?’’ 

The Mediterranean command is the 
third in importance in the British 
service, and the promotion of Prince 
Louis means passing him over the 
heads of several men now above him 
in rank. Last year his appointment 
as one of the sea lions was practically 
settled by the admiralty, but after- 
wards overruled on the same grounds 
that are being advanced without avail 
now. 

He is regarded as by far the ablest 
of the younger men in the service, 
and vhe cruiser Drake, which he took 
to America, gained the highest awards 
in the important gunnery competi- 
tions last year. 

The prince has all his life been in 
timate with the German royal family, 
and is frequently a guest of Emperor 
William.

Montreal, June 26.—Today, Joseph 
K. Costin pleaded guilty to the charge 
of stealing $3,000. from the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company of Canada. 
The plea summarily closed what 
would have been one of the most in- 
teresting and altogether amazing 
stories of wholesale fraud that has 
ever been perpetrated upon a life-in- 
surance company. 

Costin, who was a general repre- 
sentative of the Mutual Life of Can- 
ada, not only made a business of is- 
suing false returns in the form of 
death certificates, but forged as well 
the names of the parish priests and 
the doctors, in whose presence these 
people had presumed to die.
